NANKING, Sept. 4.—A govern- 
JSoent spokesman in Nanking dis­ 
posed today th a t 22.000.000 people 
in C hina are threatened with fa­

to blam e for the looming disaster. 
The spokesm an, inform ation di­ 
rector Hollingion K. Tong, sim ­ 
ultaneously appealed to the world 
puolic to reserve judgm ent on the 
Chinese governm ent's m orality and ¡ 
efficiency pending completion of re­ 
forms now being instituted. 
He cited the “Communist rebel­ 
lion” against the Chiang K ai-Shek 
governm ent as one of the prime ob- i 
Macles to C hina's recovery and re- 
fonn. 
Tong told a news conference that 
the

views 
“with the gravest concern” reports 
from eight Chinese provinces where 
floods, drought and hailstorm s have 
ruined crops to the extent that 22,- 
000.000 
persons 
are 
menaced 
by 
famine.

sible for floods in various aieas b - 
eau.*e of their alleged destruction o f , 
dykes in some districts and their 
interference with Dykes repairs in 
Others.

20.0000,000 Chinese people have been 
m ade homeless refugee» due to var­ 
ious Communist m ilitary operations j 
in the prolonged civil war.

Shantung as stricken by floods and 
said the blight of drought has af­

He reported the central govern­ 
m ent has provided direct relief en 
tailing expenditures of more than 
34 billion Chinese dollars for the 
stricken regions. 
Agricultural loans of 40 billion 
find conservation projects of nine 
billion bring the total up to more 
th an 84 billion Chinese dollars, ac­ 
cording to Tong. 
The inform ation official’s plea for 
patience with the governm ent’s re­ 
form program was interpreted as

to

criticism, including th at voiced by j 
L*. Gen. Albert C. W edemyer in a. 
farewell statem ent before he left 
China. W edemeyer heads President 
T rum an’s fact-finding F ar Eastern 
mission. 
Tong pleaded for a tolerate u n ­ 
derstanding of C hina’s post-w ar dif­ 
ficulties which he said “no country 
could have suffered 
without 
in­ 
ternal disorders.” 
T hat there is a need for adm in­ 
istrative reform has never been de­ 
nied. Tong insisted. 
He pointed to political and eco­ 
nomic reform s he said the Chinese 
governm ent now is carrying out. Hp 
w arned however th at results can­ 
not be expected overnight -and at 
this point cited Chinese Com m un­ 
ist resistance as an im portant re­ 
tarding factor.
